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He's  One  For  The  Books 

Lincoln  Publisher  Saves  Rare  Titles  For  Nebraskans

BOOKS  FOREVER:  PuWisher-bookseller  Jim  McKee  hites  to  see  a  good  bo^'k 
go  out  of  print. 

Books  are  perishable  mer¬ 
chandise. 

“The  tvpical  hardcover  book  is  in 
pnnt  only  nine  months,”  said  Lincoln 
publisher-book  dealer  Jim  McKee. 

“Then  it  mav  go  into  paperback,  but  it 
utII  disappear  alter  a  vear.  .About 
I0(J.(KX)  nev^  titles  c(mie  out  evers  year, 
so  the  old  hooks  have  to  give  up  shelf 
space  tc*  the  neu  ones." 

Hven  best  .sellers  hv  humonsts  such  a-s 
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Art  Buchwald  and  Andy  Rooney  gen¬ 
erally  soar  m  populanty.  he  said,  but 
they  tend  to  flame  out  quickly  and  are  on 
store  shelves  only  a  short  time. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  book,  “In  All  Its 
Fury,”  written  nearly  a  half-century  ago 
by  W.H.  O’Gara  of  Laurel,  Neb.,  is  still 
in  pnnt. 

O'Gara.  if  he  w'ere  Iriing,  would  thank 
McKee  for  that.  This  is  not  vour  usual 
btx)k  publisher.  He  would  like  to  keep

the  O’Gara  volume  on  Nebraska  book¬ 
shelves  forever. 

“Fury”  is  the  story  of  the  great  bliz¬ 
zard  of  1888,  a  storm  that  roared  down 
from  Canada  at  50  mph.  covering  nearly 
a  third  of  the  country.  It  killed  more  than 
1,000  fieople. 

The  author  was  a  member  of  the  State 
Legislature.  His  account  of  the  blizzard 
is  told  through  the  eyes  of  survivors, 
most  of  them  Nebraskans. 

Put  out  originally  m  1947,  the  book 
was  republished  decades  later  by  the  J&L 
Lee  Co.,  which  is  owned  by  McKee  and 
his  wife.  Linda.  They  also  have  three 
Lincoln  bookstores  operatmg  as  Lee 
Booksellers. 

McKee,  54,  said  some  10,000  copies  of 
“In  All  Its  Fury”  have  been  sold;  about 
60  percent  of  sies  resulted  from  the  first 
publication. 

That’s  a  far  cry  from  the  numbers  rung 
up  by  authors  on  the  national  best-seller 
lists.  “But  that’s  very  respectable  for  a 
book  of  its  kind,”  said  Lee.  “It’s  stiU 
selling.” 

He  intends  to  do  what  he  can  to  make 
the  book  available  to  Nebraskans  of  the 
future. 

“We  keep  books  in  print  for  a  very 
long  time,”  he  said.  “We’re  primarily 
Nebraska  publishers.  Most  of  our  titles 
are  histoncally  significant  for  Nebras¬ 
kans,  so  we  try  to  make  them  available  as 
long  as  we  can.” 

The  J&L  Lee  Co.  —  formed  by  the 
imtials  of  the  co-publishers  and  the 
middle  name,  Lee,  which  they  share  — 
bangs  out  two  books  a  year,  on  average. 

Yet  they  have  20  volumes  still  m  pant. 
“That  includes  all  but  about  six  or  so 
books  we’ve  published.”  McKee  said. 

Not  all  of  their  output  is  of  a  serious 
nature.  The  list  includes  “You  Know 
You’re  a  Nebraskan.”  by  humorist-folk- 
lorist-TV  essayist  Roger  Welsch  of  Dan- 
nebrog. 

Two  of  the  three  other  Welsch  books 
published  by  J&L  Lee  —  “Sod  Walls” 
and  “Omaha  Tabal  Myths  and  Trickster 
Tales”  —  are  sprinkled  with  humor  but 
serve  a  seaous  purpose  by  making  read¬ 
ers  more  aware  of  the  ach  culture  of 
earUer-day  Nebraskans. 


Welsch  has  called  the  McKees  the 
most  important  book  publishers  in  the 
state. 

McKee  in  turn  calls  Welsch  the  star  of 
his  stable  of  authors,  which  he  is,  deci¬ 
dedly,  in  terms  of  copies  sold. 

The  publisher  saia  he  had  never  visited 
Welsch’s  farm  at  Dannebrog  and  was  not 
necessaaly  in  a  hurry  to  do  so.  He 
explained: 

“Roger  told  me  that  Dick  Cavett  was 
his  guest  once,  and  they  went  skinny- 
dipping  together.  Roger  said  he  took  pic¬ 
tures,  and  kept  the  negatives.” 

McKee  said  he  and  his  wife  received 
an  average  of  two  manuscripts  a  month 
from  prospective  authors. 

JTley  select  the  books  they  want  to 
pubhsh  but  hire  free-lancers  to  do  the 
editing.  They  contract  with  independent 
printers  for  the  typesetting  and  panting. 

One  of  their  books  still  m  pant  is 
“Starkweather,”  Jeff  O’Donnell’s  ac- 
countjDf  the  mass  murderer  who  was  put 
to  death  in  the  Nebraska  electric  chair. 

McKee,  an  authority  on  local  history, 
is  the  author  of  two  books:  “Lmcoln; 
The  Prauie  Capital”  and  “Havelock, 
Neb-.” 

In  the  1950s  he  started  to  collect 
photos  relating  to  the  history  of  the  area. 
“I  have  thousands  of  pictures  in  my 
collection,”  he  said.  Several  of  the  photos 
were  used  ui  his  book  on  the  history  of 
Lincoln. 

McKee  teaches  a  course  on  local 

history  at  Southeast  Community  Col¬ 
lege.  He  also  writes  a  weekly  history 
column  for  the  Lincoln  Journal  and 
does  a  twice-weekly  radio  show  on  sta¬ 
tion  KLIN. 

McKee  was  bom  and  grew  up  in 
Lmcoln  and  earned  a  bachelor’s  degree 
in  economics  and  psychology  at  the 
University  of  Nebraska-Lmcoln. 

After  working  briefly  for  the  Nebraska 
Book  Co.,  he  got  a  job  with  ClifT  s  Note.s, 
a  nationally  Imown  publisher  of  matea- 
als  designed  to  help  college  students 
prepare  for  tests. 

McKee  eventually  became  advertising 
and  sales  manaeer.  Meanwhile,  he  mar- 
C'onlinued  On  Page  6 


ned  Linda  Hillegass.  daughter  of  the 
company's  founders,  Kalherme  and  Cliff 
Hillegass.  The  McKees  are  parents  of  a 
daughter. 

“We  started  our  first  bookstore  in 
1979."  McKee  said.  “Later  we  operated 
bookstores  at  the  Brandeis  Crossroads 
store  and  then  Younkers  m  Omaha.” 

McKee’s  office  today  is  at  Lee  Book¬ 
sellers  in  Lincoln’s  East  Park  Plaza. 
Other  stores  are  at  the  Piedmont  and 
Edgewood  shopping  centers. 

"  ihe  ’nook  busmess  has  changed  so 
much  in  the  last  five  or  10  years,”  McKee 
said.  “It’s  not  as  much  fun.  It’s  much 
more  competitive.” 

Last  March  Barnes  &  Noble,  a  chain 
of  7.000  bookstores,  opened  a  large  store 
in  Lmcoln.  The  company’s  holdmgs 
include  the  B  Dalton  chain,  which 
ready  had  a  Lincoln  store. 

For  an  mdependent  book  dealer, 
McKee  said;  “It’s  like  being  the  operator 
of  a  neighborhood  drugstore  when  Wal- 
Mart  comes  to  town.  The  two  stores, 
Barnes  &  Noble  and  B  Dalton,  have  total 
space  of  31,000  square  feet.  We  have

9,500  square  feet  m  our  three  stores 
combined.” 

Still,  he  said,  competition  with  the 
biggies  IS  more  of  a  problem  of  percep¬ 
tion  than  substance. 

“These  stores  are  not  discount  stores, 
but  there’s  a  mystique  about  them,”  he 
said.  “People  think  they’re  buying  for 
less  there.  Just  like  we  do,  they  promote 
‘remainder’  books  —  unsold  b<X)ks  — 
that  originally  were  $50.95  and  are 
repriced  at  $19.95. 

“Sometimes  they’ll  underprice  the  top 
10  books  and  put  them  up  front  in  the 
store.  People  get  the  idea  that  all  the 
books  are  reduced  in  pnee. 

“We  advertise  and  we  have  good, 
knowledgeable  sales  people,  and  we  do 
various  other  things  to  compete.  For 
example,  we  have  a  free  book  club  that 
lets  people  buy  anything  we  have  in  stock 
at  a  discount. 

“But  it’s  hard  to  compete  against  a 
perception.  It’s  a  serious  problem.  We’re 
fightmg  for  our  lives.”

French  Gold  Issue  Honoring  The 
Louvre  Named  Coin  Of  The  Year 

A  French  coin  commemorating  the  bicentennial  of  the  Lou\  re 
Museum  has  been  named  Coin  of  the  Year  foi  issues  dated  IV97  in 
competition  sponsored  by  World  Coin  News. 

The  biweekly  hobby  newspaper  has  been  sponsoring  the  award  for 
the  past  12  years  to  encourage  excellence  in  coin  design  This  is  the  second 
time  a  French  coin  has  won 

The  winner  is  a  gold  5()()-franc  that  depicts  the  Loin  re's  most 
famous  resident  —  the  Mona  Lisa  —  on  the  obverse.  The  rc\crsc  depicts  the 
museum  building  with  modern  glass  pyramids  in  the  foreground  The 
reverse  also  carries  the  inscription  "Biccntcnairc  du  Muscc  du  Loin  re."  the 
date,  and  denomination. 

The  Coin  of  the  Year  is  selected  through  a  two-stage  balloting 
process.  It  begins  in  the  summer  following  the  year  of  issue  (summer  1994 
for  coins  dated  1993)  with  nominations  compiled  by  the  World  ('oin  .Wir.v 
staff  in  each  of  nine  categories. 

An  international  panel  of  coinage  experts  then  \  otcs  on  each 
category  winner  After  those  results  arc  complied,  the  ballots  arc  again  sent 
to  the  panel,  which  votes  on  the  Coin  of  the  Year  from  among  the  catcgoix 
v\inncrs. 

The  French  coin  won  the  Best  Gold  catcgoix  Following  arc  the 
other  category  winners: 
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Most  Artistic:  Austria,  silver  5()()-scliilling  honoring  Hallstatt 
I  his  coin  also  nnished  second  in  the  Coin  of  the  Year  balloting. 

Most  Hi.storically  significant;  Franec,  silver  1-franc 
comnienioraling  the  Normandy  Invasion.  Thi^  coin  finished  third  overall.  ‘ 

Best  Silver;  China,  15()-yuan  depicting  peacocks. 

Best  Crown:  (non-gold  coin  with  a  minimum  diameter  of  33 
millimeters):  Fiji,  silver  $10  depicting  Capt.  William  Bligh. 

Best  Trade  Coin:  (issues  intended  for  circulation):  Czech 
Republic,  bimetallic  5()-korun  depicting  a  view  of  Prague. 

Most  Popular  Coin:  Gibraltar,  copper-nickel  1 -crown  depicting  a 
stegosaunis. 

Most  Innovative  Coinage  Concept:  Andora,  silver  20-dinar/ccu 
depicting  St  George. 

Most  Inspirational  Coin:  Poland,  300,000-zlotych 
commemorating  the  Warsaw  Ghetto  Uprising. 

France  prev  iously  won  the  Coin  of  the  Year  award  for  1989-dated 
issues  v\  ith  a  5-franc  commemorating  the  Eiffel  Tower. 

Date  and  place  for  the  awards  ceremony  will  be  announced  later.
